Obvions G.O.P. Strategy.

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
~The crisis Secretary of State 
Marshall says is gripping the 
world sped the Senate toward a 
crucial vote today on the Euro- 
pean recovery program, 

The issue was whether the Mar- 
shall plan bill should carry the 
$5,300,000,000 first year figure now 
planned or be cut to four billion 
dollars as proposed by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 

Friends and foes alike agreed 
that today’s vote would be the 
major test. 

Final Vote Near. 
Final vote on the bill itself is 
expected late tonight or tomor- 
row. It then will go to the House, 
which yesterday was asked by 
President Truman to give western 
Europe an additional $55,000,000 in 
stopgap aid by April 1. : 
A State Department spokesm 
said the $55,000,000 would repre- 
sent an advance installment of 
the funds western European 
countries would get under the 
Marshall plan—that is, it would 
come out of the $5,300,000,000, 
Senate leaders called an unusual 
night session in an effort to reach 
a Marshall plan decision this 
week. A session last night had 
been announced, but the Senate 
quit early in the evening. 


April 10 Goal Approved. ° 


After a meeting of the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee, 
Chairman Taft announced today 
it had approved a tentative sched- 
ule calling for final action on all 
major foreign aid programs by 
April 10. 
If the House wraps up the Eu- 
ropean aid program with China 
relief and military aid for Greece 
and Turkey, Taft said, the Senate 
will lay the bill aside while it 
debates its own versions of China 
assistance and Greek-Turkey aid. 
He said he hoped the latter can 
be passed as separate bills by 
April 3. Then a Senate-House 
Conference Committee would have 
the task of putting all of them 
together in compromise form. The 
expectation is that this can be 
done and action completed by 
April 10. 
Senator James P. Kem (Rep.), 
Missouri, told the Senate today in 
a 33-page speech that the Marshall 
plan means permanent price con- 
trol and high taxes for Ameri- 
cans. 

Proposal by Kem. 
Kem said he would vote against 
the aid bill because he believed 
it would weaken this country and 
would not stop Communism in 
Europe. Instead of providing the 
aid fund, Kem said the United 
States should: 

1. “Stop meddling in the in- 
ternal governmental affairs of 
Europe, Asia and Africa.” 

2. Drive the Communists and 
fellow travelers from all em- 
ployment under the Government 
of the United States.” 


3. “Spend as much as needed 
to build a national defense so 
strong that neither Russia nor 
any other aggressor nation will 
dare attack us.“ 

Revisionists to Back Taft. 

The Senate debate on the aid »ro- 
gram took an unexpected turn 
yesterday when Taft, a candidate 
for the G.O.P. presidential nom- 
ination, single-handedly offered an 
amendment to slash the program 
by $1,800,000,000. 

Senators Wherry of Nebraska 
and Ball of Minnesota had indi- 
cated earlier that such an amend- 
ment would be offered by the 20- 
member Republican «revisionist 
group they head. 

Wherry pledged that the revi- 
sionists would back Taft against 
Chairman Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee on the amend- 
ment which represents the first 
head-on clash between the two 
party leaders on the foreign relief 
issue. 

Thus far Vandenberg has been 
successful in preventing any ma- 
jor changes in the measure recom- 
mended by his committee. On the 
basis of past tests, he appeared to 
have an edge over Taft in today’s 
voting. 

Meantime the Marshall plan ran 
into new trouble in the House. 

There Republican members of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee de- 
cided yesterday to. expand the 
European recovery program to in- 
clude military help for China, as 
well as Greece and Turkey. 

Chairman’ Eaton (Rep.), New 
Jersey, said the committee’s orig- 
inal idea for a world-wide plan 
would be sidetracked, but that the 
bill to be sent to the House would 
be a two-section measure. 

One section will deal with “eco- 
nomic relief and assistance” for 
western Europe and China, he 
said; the other with military help 
for China, Greece and Turkey. 

If this plan is carried out and 
approved by the House a time- 
consuming compromise will have 
to be worked out with the Senate. 

The Senate to date has taken no 
action on the Administr&tion’s re- 
quest for $570,000,000 in economic 
aid for China and $275,000,000 in 
military assistance for Greece and 
Turkey. President Truman has 
asked for no military help for 
China. 

Representatives Nixon (Rep.), 
California, and Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, yesterday introduced a 
bill in the House which would, in 
effect, pledge advance congres- 
sional approval for American mili- 
tary help to any free nation threat- 
ened by Communist aggression. 
The two Republicans said Con- 
gress by such action, could give 
a solemn warning that the United 
States will back up its words 
with action.” 

There appeared to be little pros- 
pect that their bill would get 
through Congress. . 


Republican support for cloture. 
There are two reasons for this: 
(1) nobody defends lynching, and 
(2) the 1944 Republican platform 
Pledged “our sincere efforta in 
behalf of early enactment” df fed- 
eral legislation against lynching. 
The states’ rights argument loses 
much of its force here although 
some Senators consider the pend- 
ing arti-lynching bill unconstitu- 
tional. 

The 1944 Republican platform 
took note of the states’ rights ar- 
gument in its plank on poll taxes, 
by saying the party “favored” im- 
med'‘ate submission of a constitu- 
tions] amendment for abolition of 
the poll tax. This gives states’ 
rights Republicans an excuse for 
voting against cloture on such a 
bill cr ugsvinst the bill itself. 

As to anti-discrimination in em- 
ployment, the 1944 platform mere- 
ly said: “We pledge the establish- 
ment by federal legisiation of a 
permanent Federal Employment 
Practices Commission.” It did 
not go into details. Senator Don- 
nell (Rep.), Missouri, voted in 
committee against the pending 
Ives bill on this subject. 

The Republican Policy Commit- 
tee has set no dates for Senate 
action on civil rights legislation. 
Anti-lynching has the first call. 
The showdown will come on the 
cloture vote after the Southern 
Democrats start filibustering. 

The trick here is that the Sen- 
ate rules reguire a two-thirds ma- 
jority of those “present and vot- 
ing.” If the Republicans want to 
delay action until next year, 
enough could follow the precedent 
set by the House Republicans this 
week and stay away or not vote 
when the roll is called. The 
Southern Democrats will be there 
in full force, as they were Mon- 
day in the House, to vote against 
the proposal. 


GUERRILLA CHIEF THREATENS 


ATHENS, March 12 (UP)—Gen. 
Markos Vafiades, Greek guerrilla 
leader, threatened today to execute 
a group of captured Greek Army 
officers unless more than 100 
guerrillas seized after the recent 
shelling of Salonika are freed 
within 48 hours. 

Vafiades broadcast his ultimatum 
to the Greek Army over the guer- 
rilla radio. He named six or seven 
officers who he said would be 
executed if the ultimatum were 
ignored. The officers were cap- 
tured recently in northwest Greece, 


He said the Greek Army’s 
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“American-led” spring offensive 
against the guerrillas already had 
started in Epirus. The guerrillas 
repulsed the attacks there, Vafia- 
des added.

Dutch Add 23,000 to Pub- 
lic Security Police — 
Swiss Condemn Own 
Communist Party. 


LONDON, March 12 (AP)—The 
death plunge of Czechoslovak For- 
eign Minister Jan Masaryk and 


other events in his country are 
having their effect all over Eu- 
rope, 

The Netherlands Government 
announced today that 23,000 men 
will be added to Dutch police 
forces to safeguard public security. 
Police strength will be more than 
doubled. 

Minister of Justice J. H. Maarse- 
veen told Parliament the Govern- 
ment’s power will be strengthened 
to combat internal extremist activ- 
ities from any quarter. He said 
privately that recent events in 
Czechoslovakia, where the Commu- 
nists seized control, had speeded 
the Government decision. 

The 7000-man Government po- 
lice force will be increased by 
10,000 volunteers. Municipal po- 
lice now numbering 13,000 will be 
doubled, . The increases will be 
within the framework of normal 
police service and there is no 
question of any independent corps, 
the announcement said. Loyalty 
tests will be given. 

The Swiss National Assembly in 
Bern voted 187 to 7 yesterday for 
a resolution condemning Switzer- 
land’s Communists and recom- 
mending that the government act 
vigilantly “for the protection of 
the state.” 

The resolution, supported by all 
parties except the Communists, 
said “the past weeks show with 
frightening clarity what dangers 
threaten a democratic state not 
determined to defend itself against 
attacks from within.” |

Court Order at New Or- 
leans Against Interstate 
Natural Gas. 


St. Louis customers of Laclede 
Gas Light Co. will share a $600,000 
rebate in natural gas rates as the 
result of a decision today of the 
United States Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals in New Orleans. 

The court ruled that about 
$2,765,000 in rebates on natural 
gas rates be distributed to cus- 
tomers of the Interstate Natural 
Gas Co., Inc., which supplies fuel 
to the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. here. 

A spokesman for Laclede, which 
buys gas from Mississippi River 
Fuel, said his company had agreed 
some time ago with the Missouri 
Public Service Commission to pass 
along any rate reductions to the 
consumers. 

This will be done in this case, 
he said, but the commission will 
have to decide the method of 
distributing the rebate. 

The $2,765,000 to be distributed 
to three pipeline customers of In- 
terstate, in accordance with the 
court order, represents the differ- 
ence between a reduced rate or- 
dered in 1943 by the Federal 
Power Commission and the regu- 
lar or higher rate collected by In- 
terstate up to October 1947, when 
the company attacked the com- 
mission’s order for a reduction in 
court, 

A hearing before the appellate 
court was held in New Orleans 
Feb. 17, and the principal point at 
issue was whether the _ rebates 
should be made through the pipe- 
line companies or direct to the 
consumers. The Missouri Public 
Service Commission was among 
those opposing distribution 
through through the companies.

than at any time since the end 
of the war. 

5. Meanwhile, the American 
people must keep their fears and 
their under contro] in 


year campaigns here at home. 
„At no time,” Marshall told his 
audience of churchmen, “has it 
been so important for cool judg- 
ment, for an appeal to one’s self 
for a proper sense of justice, for 
a realization of conditions, mate- 
rial, political and spiritual, in 
other parts of the world.” 

Truman reviewed the world sit- 
uation with the Cabinet today. 
One of the topics, it was disclosed, 
was the move to form a Western 
European alliance. 

Accord to accounts which 
came out of the Cabinet session, it 
evidently was Marshall who raised 
the question of a western alliance, 
and as well as other aspects of 
the international situation. 

Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
Dach told reporters afterwards 
that international affairs were dis- 
cussed “in a general Way” and 
that the western alliance matter 
was brought up. 

Truman Doctrine. 


The President's press confer- 
ence discussion of American for- 
eign policy came on, the eve of the 
first anniversary of the Truman 
doctrine which he proclaimed a 
year ago today. At that time he 
asked Congress for $400,000,000 to 
help Greece fight its internal 
Communist rebellion and to 
strengthen Turkey inst the po- 
litical and territo demands of 
Russia. 

The President was asked yes- 
terday whether he thinks the Tru- 
man doctrine now needs, expan- 
sion into other areas of the 
world. 

He replied that he does not 
think so. 

The so-called Truman doctrine, 
he went on, was in fact prelim- 
inary to the European Recovery 
Program. And if that program 
is carried out promptly it will ac- 
complish the aims of the doctrine 
—that is, to help free nations 
everywhere to withstand the ex- 
ternal and internal assaults of 
communism, 

When the President was asked 
whether the key word in that re- 
mark was the “promptly” he said 


that was correct. 
Faith in Péace Shaken, 

The next question was: Does 
Truman still feel as much confi- 
dence as he had expressed last 
December in the eventual achieve- 
ment of world peace? 

Solemnly the President con- 
ceded for the first time that his 
faith has been somewhat shaken. 

He added, however, that he still 
belicves real peace can be at- 
tained. And it must be obtained 
because the world cannot afford 
tho destruction of another great 
war, he declared. 

Bar on China Communists. 

It was on questions regarding 
China that Truman came closest 
to declaring a new policy for the 
United States. 

Up to that point it had been 
generally considered that the 
United States treated the Com- 


munist probl fferently in 
China from 1 ut opposition 
to communism 


her parts of 
the world, 3 
As recently as Wednesday, Mar- 
shall had said that American poli- 
cy on China was exactly the same 
as it had been for more than two 
years. Furthermore Marshall had 
left the way open, at least theo- 
retically and so far as this gov- 
. ernment is concerned, for Chinese 
Communists to take part in the 
administration of all China. 
Truman, however, said yesterday 
he did not know that American 
policy ever had favored including 
Communists in a coalition govern- 
ment in China. This government, 
he said, has had the policy of try- 
ing to help Chiang Kai-shek main- 
tain peace in the Far East. In his 
view, broadening Chiang’s govern- 
ment does not mean taking in 


* . 


Communists, but it does mean tak- 


ing in Chinese liberals. 
The President said that there is 
very great difference between 


liberals and communists. Com- 
munists, he said, believe in govern- 
ment from the top—totalitarian 
rule. There are a great many lib- 
erals in China, he continued, some 
of them educated m America and 
they form what might be called the 
intelligensia of China. Those are 
the people that the United States 
believe should be included in a 
broader Chinese government. 

The United States, the President 
continued, does not want a Com- 
munist government in China or 
anywhere else in the world if that 
can be helped. His words were 
strong and emphatic. They had no 
qualifications. 

Restatement of Marshall Reply. 

(Marshall was asked specifically 
In his press conference Wednesday 
whether broadening the Chinese 
government meant including the 
Chinese Communists. He was un- 
derstood by some reporters to have 
replied yes, but that the trouble is 
that the Communists are now in 
open rebellion and therefore, the 
matter is one for the Chinese gov- 
ernment to decide and not one for 
the United States to dictate. 

(Yesterday the State Depart- 
ment issued a restatement of Mar- 
shall’s reply. The statement cov- 
ered his reference to the Com- 
munists being in rebellion and 
that the decision is up to the Chi- 
nese government. It omitted any 
refetence to Marshall saying that 
American policy still favors inelu- 
sion of the Communists in the 
government.) 

The only reference to the Com- 
munist seizure of power in 
Czechoslovakia came indirectly 
when the President Was asked to 
comment on the death of Czech 
Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk. 

Truman recalled that he had 

deen well acquainted with 
Masaryk, and said he felt very 
badly about his death but that 
people should be very careful, as 
their passions get the better of 
them before they know all the 
facts. 
In this the President prestima- 
bly reflected the uncertainty over 
whether Masaryk killed himself 
or was murdered.

Marshall’s Talk Night.

Third, the Communists had 
developed enormous power, skill 
and ruthlessness as a party ma- 
chine and instrument of force. 

The Communists were strong in 
the Czech labor movement even 
before the war. They were also 
the most active, most ruthless and 
most effective underground work- 
ers during the war. 

After the war, the Communist 
party soon attracted a large fol- 
lowing, apparently about 1,250,000 
members, which would be the big- 
gest in proportion to total popula- 
tion of any country in the world. 

The party polled more votes than 
any other in the last national elec- 
tions in Czechoslovakia in May 
— per cent of the total votes 
cast. 

They won 114 séats in Parlia- 
ment, which was more than twice 
as many as the next strongest 
party. 

In accordance with traditional 
parliamentary principles, the Com- 
munists, therefore, formed the cab- 
inet which has governed Czecho- 
slovakia since then.

The people of the United States 
stand today “inadequately de- 
fended in the face of a very real 
threat,“ Lt. Gen. Manton S. Eddy, 
commandant of the Command and 
General Staff College, Fort Lea- 
venworth, Kan., said in St. Louis 
yesterday.

“We of the armed forces do not 
relish being put in the position of 
war-mongering and saber-rattling 
for our own self-interest when we 
state our honest estimates of the 
country’s needs for defense,” Gen. 
Eddy said. , 

“But if our government's pub- 
licly announced appraisal of the 

international situation is correct 
and the Army does not challenge 
that appraisal—then the state of 
our defenses is indeed cause for 
alarm.

Let's Gird Our Loins 


Never before has the American way of life 
been in such potential danger, with so little to 
protect it in the event of an emergency, as it is 
today. ! 

This is not an alarmist statement. It is not 
It ig not saber-rattling. It is 
only the naked truth. 

The plight of Europe is for everyone to see. 
The Ivon Curtain moves swiftly westward, After 
enclosing Czechoslovakia, it is ready to sweep 
out over its next likely prey, Italy. While we 
debate the terms of aid and the Western coun- 
tries discuss provisions for a defense treaty, the 
Russians create a United States of Europe of 
their own. 

In such a situation, there are danger points 
literally everywhere. Germany and Austria, 
where we have occupation troops, are powder 
kegs. Trieste is another. In Greece, we are en- 
gaged in actual warfare and have been for 
months, The Middle East has its counterpart 
danger point in Palestine and the Orient in 
Korea. At any momeht could come an incident 
which might touch off World War III. 


But where we have forces overseas, they are 
no more than token establishments. In Ger- 
many, for example, the ratio is 100 soldiers on 
the Russian side of the zone boundary to 1 on 
the United States side. The authority for that 
proportion is Lt. Gen. Manton S. Eddy, wartime 
combat commander, now commandant of the 
Command and General Staff College, Fort 
Leavenworth. n 

If an emergency came, the United States 
would be tragically ill-prepared to meet it, Our 
great wartime defense force of more than 10,- 
000,000 has dwindled to approximately 560,000. 
But it is even worse than that. This relatively 
small number is so scattered around the world 
that its force could not be quickly organized as a 
protective and retaliatory arm, Here at home, 
we have less than three divisions of combat 
troops, as Gen. Eddy told the St. Louis Armed 
Forces Council. 

To keep itself to its present numbers, which 
is under authorized strength by 110,000 men, the 
Army must recruit 30,000 a month. For many 
months it did no better than about 20,000, al- 
though recently there has been an improvement. 
But it would take many times 30,000 recruits a 
month to help build up a Mobilization Day force 
of 1,750,000 trained men, organized in units and 
ready should the call come. This force would 
need to be capable, so our national defense au- 
thorities tell us, of expansion to a minimum fig- 
ure of 4,500,000 within the first year. 

Notwithstanding the valiant efforts of those 


who appreciate the all-important place of air 


power, our once matchless Air Force, with its 
highly skilled, daring personnel, is but a shadow 
of itself. On V-J day we had 2865 long-range 
bombers in combat readiness. At a recent count, 
we had only 144 and these were not fully ready. 
An Air Force demonstration showed s0 few 
planes able to operate effectively that the exer- 
cise became known as Operation FLOP. 

The Air Force cannot begin to keep up with- 
out research and large-scale production by the 
aircraft industry. The present output of 1500 
planes a year for all purposes, Air Force, Navy, 
commercial -lines and private flyers, is hardly 
enough to maintain assembly lines. 

Almost nothing has been done to keep other 
types of industry alert for a possible emergency. 
This is despite the fact that no one expects a 
long conversion opportunity, such was provided 
for us in World War II by our European Allies, 
should war come again. Bernard Baruch has 
gotten nowhere in his call for an inventory of 
vital materials. Without such an inventory there 
can be no intelligent stockpiling. 

Unless the American people do not care 
whether their democracy lives or dies in this 
world of threat and danger, here are things we 
will do to strengthen ourselves: 

1, Enact universal military training. 

2. Build the strongest air force in the 
world. 

3. Stay ahead in the development of 

atomic weapons. a 

4. Develop the Organized Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard to a state of readiness. : 
5. Prepare a plan for industrial mobiliza- 

tion and conversion. 
6. Make and keep an inventory of vital 
materials and stockpile these as much as 


possible. 
7. Maintain a central intelligence service 


second to none. 

8. Help friendly nations all we can but 
make every effort to see that such supplies 
are not likely to fall into the hands of po- 
tential enemies. 

We cannot afford to do less when so calm a 
man as Secretary Marshall tells the country that 


the world situation is “very, very serious.”

No doubt, it will be for the good, warmer 
handclasps across the sea and all that. The 
world certainly can stand a little warmth these 
days. We hope that it will not be too much of 
a blow to the British movie-makers. Rank, 
Korda and the rest, we trust, will not be 
drowned in Hollywood celluloid. 

Under the British export program, they have 
been sending some excellent entertainment our 
way. Not that every foreign film is better than 
what Hollywood produces. The British, the 
French and the Italians, too, grow lemons. But

ties far inferior to those of the American studios, 
they have maintained higher artistic standards. 
Maybe because they have less “business” at their 
command, they have to insist on better acting 
and better stories. 

Be that as it may, British directors have a way 
of remembering that their audiences are adult.

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The World’s Fair Is Dead 


The world’s fair idea is now dead. It has been 
dying for some time, but the action of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday wrote its obituary. 
On motion of the executive committee, the 
chamber’s board of d ors yesterday recom- 
mended that the raising of preliminary funds be 
postponed for one year. If, after one year, 
there seems to be sufficient interest, the direct- 
ors say they will be glad (not to reverse) but to 
reconsider yesterday's action. 

Of course, the chamber has no official power 
over individual citizens and cannot, by ukase, say 
whether or not money will be raised. But the 
chamber represents St. Louis business, large and 
small, and no fair could possibly be successful 
against its op on. When the chamber’s ac- 
tion is added o other voices, the total is con- 
clusive. We refer, for example, to the hostility 
of at least two of the three members of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment; to the 
refusal of the Board of Aldermen, by a vote of 
26-to-2, to sanction the use of Forest Park; to the 
uprising of Oakland avenue citizens, and so on. 

Though the backers of the world's fair idea 
were actuated by the best of motives, it is ap- 
parent that this is not the time to engage in such 
an undertaking. The community is in no condi- 
tion to invite the world to visit it; its desperate 
housing needs and other problems are more than 
enough to tax all St. Louis’ energies, Moreover, 
the worsening world situation would permit only 
an incurable optimist to believe that other na- 
tions would be willing or able to give the money 
or time needed to make a St. Louis fair a truly 
international exposition. ; 

If miracles of recovery and peace in the 
United States and in the world in the next 12 
months are worked, the idea of a fair might 
revive. But veritable miracles must occur. 
Meantime, St. Louis has plenty of work cut out 
for it. Objective No. 1 is to clear out the ghastly 
slums between Fifteenth and Grand, and be- 
tween Olive and Market. That’s a task which 
should inspire all of us to our best efforts. It is 
a task, moreover, that has been well and promis- 
ingly begun. 
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Toward Action on Fly Ash 


After half a year's delay, the aldermanic Pub- 
lie Safety Committee today recommended adop- 
tion of the pending fly ash law as well as an 
anti-air pollution measure which would be ad- 
ministered by the Health Department. This 
might well have been done sooner, but better 
late than never. 

As submitted, the fly ash measure is free of 
the -frustrating strings which were almost at- 
tached to it. It applies to all industries, no, 
matter what method of firing they may employ. 
Two years of grace are glven for compliance. 
This is reasonable enough, considering the na- 
ture of the equipment which may have to be 
installed in some cases. 

Even so, the Smoke Commissioner will have 
to make a report within 12 months of all firms 
to which the ordinance will apply. 

There is no need for harping on the necessity 
of the measure. Fly ash has become all too 
pervasive a nuisance in St. Louis. Every house- 
keeper knows all about it; and homes are by 
no means the only places affected by the gritty 
dirt. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the

Setback for the School Lobby 


The rural school lobby has suffered one of its 
rare defeats in the State Senate. The trouble is 
that the setback is none too severe, and the lost 
ground may even be recovered in the House. 

The Senate over-rode its own Education Com- 
mittee to provide for a 15 per cent cut in state 
aid to those districts which refuse to merge 
their schools with those of neighboring districts

to provide better and more economical educa- 


tional facilities. 

Such a recommendation had been made by a 
joint legislative.committee studying school re- 
A citizen’s committee co-operating with 
it had even insisted on a 50 per cent fund cut for 
‘districts refusing to consolidate. 

Far from being aimed at higher educational 
standards in Missouri, these threats were di- 
rected at those school districts which literally 
are making money out of the present system of 
distributing state funds. No less than 2020 of 
the state’s school districts maintain no schools 
at all. They send their pupils to nearby schools 
at bargain rates, but they accept state aid just 
as though they were incurring all the expenses 
of maintaining an ‘adequate educational plant. 

This is nothing less than a racket operated at 
the expense of those carrying the real load. 
Those involved might well have accepted the 15 
per cent cut as a modest lug paid for the chance 
to continue their graft. 

Even though the cut is small and could not 
become effective before more than two years 
had elapsed, it was fought by a cabal of country 
Senators on the floor. The measure, neverthe- 
less, was perfected by a vote of 21 to 7, and it 
is expected that it will be adopted next week, 

That, however, will be the winning of only 
half of a small victory. The fight is sure to be 
renewed in the House. And raw as its grabs 
may be, the school lobby is not easily licked. 
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Education from Prejudices 

Dr. J. Curtis Dixon, president of the Southern 
Education Foundation, spoke truly when he told 
Southern educators that “academic insularity” 
bears a principal share of the blame for ultra- 
nationalism and prejudice. 

He would have hit the nail more squarely 
on the head, though, if instead of blaming the 
curricula he had blamed the teachers them- 
selves, or, more particularly, the system under 
which they are chosen. The practice of pre- 
ferring teachers who come from within the 
township or the county or, at the widest range, 
the state, is a curse of education, particularly in 
the South. It leads to intellectual ingrowth. It 
gives the pupils teachers who verify rather than 
combat their prejudices. 

St. Louis has had a provincial approach to 
the selection of teachers in the past, but now 
has risen above it. If the South could in- 
creasingly draw its teachers from outside the 
state and even outside the region, giving its 
children contact with minds that do not share 
local superstitions, it would advance education 
as it could hardly do by any other means,

The Federal Communications Commis 
sion in Washington is holding hearings to 
decide whether to repeal its seven-year-old 
Mayflower ruling forbidding broadcasters 
the right to editorialize on the air, In that 
decision, the commission declared that “a 
truly free radio cannot be used to advocate 
the cause of the licensee... Freedom of 
speech on the radio must be broad enough 
to provide full and equal opportunity for 
the presentation to the public of all sides 
of public issues.” 


Lined up against the FCC is virtually the 
entire broadcasting industry and it’s inter- 
esting to note that it, too, argues very 
persuasively about “freedom of speech” and 
a “free radio.” Both sides are staunchly 
defending freedom of speech, though they 
represent exactly opposite sides of the 
question. There’s a great deal to be said 


on both sides. 


More Stations Than Papers 


The FCC’s basic contention is that “the 
limitations in frequencies inherent in 
radio” make it mandatory that all sides of 
public questions be aired on all radio sta- 
tions on the grounds there aren't enough 
radio stations to represent all shades of 
opinion. 


The opposition retorts that there are now 
more “authorized” radio stations than 
there are newspapers and consequently the 
radio stations should be as free as news- 
papers to editorialize. A good many of 
these “authorized” stations have not been 
built, many of them will never be built and 
many others will fail, so this argument has 
some small flaws in it. 


Facsimile newspapers enter into the dis- 
cussion too, since they are broadcast over 
the air. Would a newspaper using fac- 
simile transmission have to omit its edl- 
torial page to conform with the Mayflower 
ruling? There is one other aspect of this 
hearing which makes it rather curigus. 
As Broadcasting magazine points out, the 
FCC is sitting in judgment on the FCC, a 
rather strange state of affairs. However, 
since personne! and opinion of the commis- 
sion have changed radically in the last 
seven years, this is not as ludicrous as it 
sounds. 


Minorities Are Fearful 


Supporting the previous stand of the 
FCC—in other words, upholding the ban 
against editorializing on the air—is a mot- 


ley group of left-wingers who feel that 


their voices would be silenced on the air if 
radio stations and networks were permitted 
an editorial policy. This is highly improb- 
able. Mixed with this somewhat suspect 
group are sincere and thoughtful citizens 
including a few broadcasters who feel that 
the public interest is best served by the 
Mayflower ruling. 


In the middle of these opposing argu- 
ments, Billboard magazine has dropped a 
large bomb which is certain to provide 
some explosive arguments in favor of the 
Mayflower ruling. In the lead story in 
Billboard, two radio newsmen charge that 
G. A. Richards, controlling stockholder of 
KMPC, Los Angeles; WIR, Detroit; and 
WGAR, Cleveland, used his position to 


slant news broadcasts over his station in a 
shocking manner. 


In a signed statement, George E. Lewin, 
former KMPC news room manager, de- 
clared Richards told him to “keep ham- 
mering away at the Jews who are,” he said, 
“all Communists.” In December 1947 Lewin 
said Richards ordered him to drop all men- 
tion of Palestine from news broadcasts be- 
cause such news stories would give aid 
and comfort to Jews and Communists.” 
Lewin also said he was told to follow any 
story about Communists with a derogatory 
story about any member of the Roosevelt 
family. , 


Dangers Lie Ahead 


With or without a Mayflower ruling, rep- 
utable broadcasters, of course, would re- 
frain from misusing their news rooms in 
the manner alleged against G. A. Richards. 


The practical results of the repeal of the 
Mayflower decision would be at first so 
slight as to be hardly noticeable. N. B. C. 
claims it has no present plans for editorial- 
izing. C. B. S. would like to broadcast a regu- 
lar “editorial time” which would probably 
exert no more editorial influence than any 
one of the C. B. S. regular commentators. 
There would be few if any changes in 
either the personnel or quality of the estab- 
lished news broadcasts, 


Nevertheless, beyond these unimportant 
immediate results lie some future possibili- 
ties that are more ominous, If a network 
or atation were permitted to formulate an 
editorial policy for or against a major 
party or a major issue, it’s hard to see how 
sacred cows could fail to creep into the 
news rooms. An editor or even a recog- 
nized news commentator whose job was at 
stake would think twice before broadcast- 
ing a news item thaf\ran counter to his 
network’s known edito policy, 


One-Sided Discussions 


There would be some news slanting— 
there already is, in fact—but a more se 
rious result would be, not the advocacy of 
any cause, but the suppression of opinion 
opposing that cause. Speakers whose views 
were too far at variance with those of the 
station or network would not be welcome 
on forum programs, 

If the public interest is best served by 
the fullest freedom of speech—and both 
sides seem agreed on this—then the FCC, 
it seems to me, has a sound argument in 
its assertion that the Mayflower decision 
enforces free speech rather than restricts 
it. To me there doesn't seem the slightest 
doubt but that the repeal of the Mayflower 
ruling would narrow rather than broaden 
the field of opinion on the air. 


Any broadcaster is free to express his 
opinion on street corners, in saloons or 
from the housetops and that, after all, is 
the only right the rest of us who don’t own 
broadcasting stations have ay.

Between Book Ends 


Fishing in the Stream of Time 
THE FIRST FISH AND OTHER STORIES, by Werres 

Beck. (The Antioch Press, Yellow Springs, Obie.) 

The 13 stories in this second volume of 
shorter fiction by Warren Beck represent 
“his best work in this medium since 1941.” 
They have all appeared before—in leading 
literary magazines such as Story, Yale Re- 
view, Prairie Schooner, the Virginia Quar- 
terly Review and Writer’s Forum: Publ 
cation in book form should ingure for these 
— but moving stories a wider read- 
ership. 

They eminently deserve it. Mr. Beck's 
range over the sea of human emotion and 
experience is soundly oriented. He can deal 
with the everyday without being trapped 
by the trivial. “Insight,” a word rather 
frequently and loosely used, fits him hand- 
somely. In one story, a man’s 5-year-old 
son catches his first fish. “It was all as 
simple as that.“ 

In another, the delicate revelation of 
feeling in painful adolescence is made with- 
out sob, sigh or snicker. In others, a sensi- 
ble maiden lady learns how poignant the 
hollowness of rationality can be; two one- 
time lovers meet in a Chicago terrhinal and 
are sent their separate ways again dy in- 
exorable Time, “The Four-Faced God“; a 
girl learns “how to reassure a man who 
imagines danger in familiar places” and so 
leads him safely “into a field of peace.” 

Mr. Beck’s themes and characters are 
germane to our daily life, Not a trace of 
the sniggeringly “peculiar” or outlandish 
crosses his page. And, except for an occa- 
sional show of trenchant How 
do you do,’ she said, with a kind of elocu- 
tionary sostenuto”), his diction is as direct 
and spare as a bowstring. He fishes in 
the stream of time, which moves quietly 
but in sometimes frightening deeps.

This happened to the Republi- 
cans in their 12 years of power. 
By 1932 the Democratic party, 
which was submerged in 1920, had 
become the party of the new men 
who had no future in the Repub- 
lican party.

A similar development is now 
taking place, I think, in the Re- 
publican party. There are many 
more rising men among the Re- 
publicans than among the Demo- 
crats, One can see that by noting 
how meager is the choice of Dem- 
ocrats for the vice-presidential 
nomination. 

These are the real indications in 
a two-party system of government 
like our own that the country is 
turning from the “ins” to the 
“outs,” that a change of party con- 
trol is in the making. 

Earlier I gave some reasons for 
thinking this change of party con- 
trol would have taken place ear- 
lier, certainly at the last election, 
but for the circumstance that the 
election had to be held at the 
climax of the war. 


Truman Vacillates. 


I myself believe, though few may 
agree with me, that a very large 
part of the tension, and indeed 
hysteria, is due in the last anal- 
ysis to the fact that on the one 
hand the Truman Administration 
has no confidence in itself be- 
cause it was never really elected, 
and on the other, that the will of 
the majority was frustrated in 
1944. 


As a result the Truman Admin- 
istration has oscillated insecurely 
between imitating the conserva- 
tive Republicans and the Roose- 
velt New Dealers, combining on 
the whole the less attractive fea- 
tures of both. And the Republi- 
cans, denied by circumstance the 
power which would otherwise have 
been theirs, have been deprived too 
long of the experience of respon- 
sibility. 

Thus altogether too many of 
them are still fighting Roosevelt 
and Harry Hopkins and the New 
Dealers of 1936 instead of making 
up their minds about 1948 and 
what lies ahead.

On this basis, the Czechoslovak 
Army represented a cross-section 
of the population, and its natural 
loyalties would be to the nation 
and to the President (Benes), who 
under the Constitution was its 
commander-in-chief. There was 
no means by which an army raised 
on such a basis could be trans- 
formed into an instrument of 
Communist usurpation of power; 
that could be done with a care- 
fully screened and selected force, 
but not with one raised by univer- 
sal conscription. 
Communist Objective. , 

So the Communist objective was 
to keep the Army weak and inef- 
ficient, while giving close atten- 
tion to the 2 and train- 
ing of the police in the key cities, 
and to the formation of two other 
para-military units: (1) The “fac- 
tory militia,” organized, trained 
and armed from picked Commu- 
nist workers in industrial plants; 
(2) the “National Security Corps,” 
organized, trained and armed 
from Communist elements in the 
various cities and large towns. 
The latter seems to be the be- 
ginning toward the organization 
of a Czechoslovak ,equivalent of 
the special troops of the M.V.D., 
which in Russia amount to 20 
fully-equipped divisions, wholly 
outside the control of the Regu- 
lar Army, and at the orders of 
the haad of the secret police. 
As for the Czechoslovak Army, 
the first effort was to get rid of 
the officers and instructors who 
came from the British-trained 
Brigade. These were either re- 
tired, dismissed, or kept in posi- 
tions of subordinate importance. 

Contrary to previous reports, 
the Army was not re-armed with 
Russian weapons. It retained its 
hodge-podge armament of British, 
captured German and pre-war 
Czech weapons, with Russian 
weapons only in proportion to the 
numbers originally brought in by 
the Russian-trained Army Corps. 
The one major item of ré-arma- 
ment which came from Russia 
was a consignment of 50,000 “Tom- 
my guns,” probably of the well- 
known PPSH-41 model. 

Dependeht on Russia. 

These weapons have a rate of 
fire of about 600 rounds per min- 
ute, and the drum magazine holds 
72 cartridges. But only ten rounds 
of ammunition was furnished witn 
each gun, and the Czechs were 
required to agree that they would 
not manufacture this caliber of 
ammunition in their own factories. 


Thus they were entirely dependent 
on Russian good will for any ad- 
ditional ammunition. Naturally 
this was forthcoming only for 
such weapons as were in the 
hands of the police, the factory 
militia and the National Security 
Corps. 

The army was left without am- 
munition or spare parts for its 
Russian weapons, and in almost 
equally bad case regarding its 
British and German weapons. It 
had sufficient supply only for the 
weapons of pre-war Czech manu- 
facture, which were not numer- 
ous. 

The result was a decay of 
morale and a lack of fighting ef- 
ficiency, which explain, at least 
in part, why the Czechoslovak 
Army seems to have played little 
part in recent events, and why 
President Benes knew that, if he 
called upon it, he would be lean- 
ing upon a broken reed. |

He 
read it to her, she said, and then 
told her: 1 do not take back one 
word I’ve said. I stand on the 
constitution of the United States. 
Im everybody's president.” 

Mrs. Thomas said she found 
nothing in the President’s message 
indicating that it is planned to 
force anti-segregation upon the 
Southern states. 

Not Policy-Making Group. 

Frank McHale, Indiana national | 
committeeman, told reporters no 
action was taken on the civil 
rights program because the ex- 
ecutive committee is not a policy- 
making group. 

“The voice of the party is its 
convention,” McHale said. The 
convention will be held at Phila- 
delphia in July. 

McHale acknowledged there was 
much discussion of the civil rights 
program.

Testifies Main Objective 
Is to Bar Non- Union 
Printers From Compos- 
ing Rooms. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 12 (AP) 
—A main objective of the AFL 
International Typographical Union 
is to keep nonunion printers out 
of composing rooms, President 
Woodruff Randolph said in United 
States District Court today. Un- 
der cross-examination by a Gov- 
ernment attorney, he insisted this 


would be legal if not maintained | 


by contract. 

Randolph is fighting against a 
court injunction which the Gov- 
ernment has asked Judge Luther 
M. Swygert to issue against him 
and the ITU. 

Winthrop Johns, representing 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, confronted Randolph with 
various statements he has made. 

For example, Randolph acknowl- 
edged telling a congressional com- 
mittee last May 7, before the Taft- 
Hartley law was passed, that the 
ITU would continue to function 
on a closed shop basis “whether it 
can make contracts or not.” 

Randolph said the union “may” 
decide to make use of the union 
shop provision of the new law— 
“but I am opposed to it.” 

“Perplexitics” of Union, 

Johns asked Randolph whether 
the ITU would approve a strike 
by a local union caused by a re- 
fusal to work with a nonunion 
man. 

Randolph: “I can’t answer that 
without study and advice of coun- 
sel, That ia still one of our per- 
plexities,” 

Johns asked what Randolph 
would do if a member of a local 
union that is operating without a 
contract should be expelled for 
some reason other than nonpay- 
ment of dues, and the employer 
refuses to fire him. 

Randolph: “The first thing I 
would do would be to consult a 
lawyer.” He declined to answer 
further. 

Attacks A. N. P. A. 

(The United Press reported 
Randolph charged that the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation advised newspaper pub- 
lishers not to sign contracts with 
the union. Randolph said the 
ITU would “get along beautifully” 
with the publishers if they would 
disregard “advice” sent to them 
by the A. N. P. A.) 

The law itself doesn't use the 
term “closed shop.” It says an 
employer must not discriminate 
against non-union men in hiring. 
It also says a union must not try 
to cause an employer to do that. 

Today was expected to be the 
last day of testimony. The law- 
yers will make final arguments 
tomorrow. It may be a week or 
more before Judge Swygert issues 
hia decision. 

New York Strike Threat. 

In New York, printers remained 
at their jobs in commercial print- 
ing plants today but a union offi- 
cial forecast the possibility of a 
walkout Monday in protest against 
new employment rules, including 
a lengthened work week. 

The new rules became effective 
yesterday in 200 book, job and 
magazine companies ‘employing 
4200 ITU members, Union spokes- 
men said the changes stepped up 
the work week from 36% to 40 
hours, abolished grievance pro- 
cedure and seniority, and per- 
mitted the firms to employ non- 
union help. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer inter 
vened in the dispute Wednesday, 

Laurence H. Victory, president 
of ITU’s New York City local, 
said last night that union mem- 
bers would continue on their jobs 
today but declared “it is possible” 
they may all be out by Monday. 
The situation will be discussed at 
a membership meeting of the lo- 
cal tomorrow. 

He said the printers had filed 
demands for time-an-a-half pay 
for work over the normal seven 
and a quarter hour day. Don Tay- 
lor, executive director of the New 
York Employing Printers Associa- 
tion, said, however, that the em- 
ployers had fixed an eight-hour 
day and that no overtime would be 
paid until after eight hours’ work.

First of all, we're sure it is almost impossible 
for anyone who has never undertaken it, to un- 
derstand the tremendous amount of planning 
time aad long hours of plain hard work involved 
in the task of rebuilding 320 acres of run-down 
Missousi farm land. Or to realize how slowly 
the task goes forward unless you have the where- 
withal to employ many pairs of hands and many 
machines. Or to know how little the results 
show until the job is well-nigh complete. There 
are, fom example, some 16 fields of approximate- 
ly 20 acres each which make up the farm layout. 
During the early years of the soil ‘restoration job 
there is work to be done in every one of these 
fields—and often at several seasons of the year. 
This work includes plowing, discing, tilling, seed- 
ing, mowing, spreading lime and fertilizer, build- 
ing terraces, fencing and a dozen other tasks. 
During the winter there are firewood and fence 
posts to be cut and hauled, buildings and ma- 
chinery to be repaired. Year round there are 
the cattle to tend and feed; not to mention the 
butchering and similar chores. 
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NOR SHOULD the distaff side of the farm 
operation be neglected. In addition to running 
the household, there is gardening and the process- 
ing of fruits, vegetables and meat in season. 
None of the old farm adages is more true than 
the one which says “Man works from sun to sun, 
but woman's work is never done.” Add to the

“TO THE ENDS OF THE EARTH,” at LOEW'S STATE 
THEATER, weontinues the cycle of Treasury Agent movies 
started by “T-Men,” except that this one deals with the work of

generally. But Vanderbilt's words were a boon to Democrats 
in 1882. In New York State they gave hundreds of thou- 
sands of votes to elect Grover Cleveland of Buffalo.

N 1884 the question which raged across the 

nation and stirred the angriest passions 

since the Civil War was this: Was James 
G. Blaine the leader of leaders, the prince of 
politicians, and the Republican party's great- 
est man? Or was he a slippery Har- who had 
prostituted his public position to make a pri- 
vate fortune? The answer was that Blaine 
was all these things. 

His story is a tragedy of the gilded age of 
politics. He was brilliant, brainy and im- 
mensely popular. The Democrats located 
some letters showing that he had sold his 
influence in Congress to various business 
firms. In one deal‘ he received $110,150 in 
bonds and cash for performing various serv- 
ices, including the saving of a federal land 
rant, for the Little Rock & Fort Smith Rail- 
road, The incriminating evidence was in the 
possession of a Boston bookkeeper namea 
James Mulligan. When the storm broke, 
Blaine went to Mulligan’s hotel room in 
Washington, asked for a look at the letters, 
put them in his pocket, and walked out. A 
few days later he rose in the House and flung 
the package on his desk. God Al- 
mighty, I am not afraid to show them!” he 
cried, and read parts of the letters aloud. His 
superb acting swept the House into an hyster- 
ical frenzy, and the members shouted his vin- 
dication. But when the letters were reduced 
to print they showed he was guilty. In 1876 
and again in 1880 the Republican convention 
passed Blaine by because of this scandal. 

The Democrat’s 1884 candidate was a bulky 
meteor in the political skies, a man whose 
honesty was almost blinding in its intensity. 
In 1881 Stephen Grover Cleveland was a run- 
of-the-mill lawyer in Buffalo, New York; in 
1882 he was the “Veto Mayor” of the city, 
cleaning up a long accumulation of political 
graft; in 1883 he was the reform Governor 
of the state, fighting the Tammany tiger tooth

and claw. In 1884 the Democratic convention 
chose him for President. 

The Democrats called him “Grover the 
Good.” But their smugness was jolted on 
July 21, when the Buffalo Evening Telegraph 
exploded the great bombshell of the cam- 
paign. Under the title “A Terrible Tale,” th 
newspaper told how Cleveland had made 
years before to a widow named Maria 
how a baby had been bor@and 
Folsom Cleveland, and how Cleveland 
knowledged paternity and offered financial 
support. The Republicans, of course, were 
delighted by this scandal. Cleveland’s reac- 
tion was typical of his solid common sense. 
“Whatever you say, tell the truth,” he wired 
his campaign managers, The truth Was soon 
publicly told. They admitted that their bach- 
elor candidate had formed an “illicit connec- 
tion” with Mrs. Halpin in the early 1870s, and 
that a child had been born and given his 
name. 

In 1884 many Republican intellectuals and 
reformers deserted their party and worked 
for the election of Cleveland. These inde- 
pendents were given the sarcastic name of 
“Mugwumps,” supposedly after a New Eng- 
land Indian word meaning “great captain.” 

During the final week of the campaign, 
Blaine suffered a really crushing catastrophe. 
A committee of New York City preachers 
came to see him at his hotel, and assured him 
that they were not Mugwumps. “We are 
Republicans,” said their spokesmen, “and 
don’t propose to leave our party and identify 
ourselves with the party whose antecedents 
have been rum, Romanism, and rebellion.” 
Blaine did not notice Burchard’s anti-Catho- 
lic slur. The Democratic campaign Managers 
made sure that the words were widely print- 
ed. “RUM, ROMANISM AND REBELLION” 
became a headline of doom for the Republi- 
cans.

Has Holographs of Many Famous Men 


Webster Groves Resident Has Spent Lifetime Collecting Letters and Manuscripts. 


By F. A. Behymer 


HERE he dwells H. L. 

Schroeder is not greatly 

honored as a prophet, but in 
the far places of the world he is 
known, and honored, as the 
founder of the Schroeder Founda- 
tion. No path is beaten to his 
small home at 8 East Glendale 
road, Webster Groves, but to his 
door the postman comes with 
greetings from the great of earth, 
doubly precious because hand- 
written, enriching day by day the 
International Literary Memorial 
which, when his work is finished, 
will be his memorial too, well 
earned because he has devoted 
his life to it. 

It is unlikely that anywhere else 
in the world can be found such 
a foundation ds Schroeder has 
built, composed of the holographs 
of 40,000 famous men and women, 
a structure dedicated to the ad- 
vancement of the cultural arts. 
Books, not only autographed but 
inscribed with the authors’ words 
of regard, original poems and 
manuscript pages and signed 
photographs fill the house to over- 
flowing, crying out for the more 
stately mansion that the builder 
hopes will yet be their abiding 
place, preferably in St. Louis. 


When Schroeder was a Chicago 


‘youth he came to a time when he 


was disturbed in his religious life. 
He sought counsel but gained little 
comfort. He read books on religion 
and philosophy but they left him 
unsatisfied. It occurred to him 
then to write to the authors of 
these books and ask their guid- 
ance personally in the confusion 
that was peculiarly his own. It 
was with little confidence that 
he wrote, for he doubted whether 
great theologians and philoso- 
phers would heed his cry for help. 
He was mistaken there. He re- 
ceived many sympathetic and 
understanding letters, written by 
hand because the day of the -type- 
writer had not yet come, and 
from them he drew the peace of 
mind that was his need. As a 
guide at the first Chicago Ex- 
position he was able to meet 
most of the persons who_ had 
written to him and gained from 
them an inspiration that their 
letters had only partly brought 
to him. 

Thus was born, although scarce- 
ly realized, the purpose to gather 
from the ends of the earth the 
holographs of the truly great. The 
purpose took form as the idea 
grew and in time he saw in the 
letters that came to him the 
stones of a foundation that would 
be built strong and rise high to 
glorify the cultural arts. For 
more than half a century he has 
been building and the interna- 
tional memorial that he planned 
has been built strong and has 
risen high. 

Now at long last the prophet 
honored in far places is ready to 
share his treasures with his 
friends and neighbors in a larger 
way than has been his sharing

hitherto because of lack of exhi- 
bition facilities. Throughout April 
the choicest items of his great col- 
lection will be on view at the Pub- 
lic Library. Embarrassment of 
riches makes his choosing diffi- 
cult. There are so many choice 
items that it is hard to say which 
are best. Forced to make a 
selection more or less arbitrary, 
he has decided that he will give 
first place to the contributions of 
Nobel prize winners, most of them 
inscribed in their own hands. Such 
names as Albert Einstein, Robert 
A. Millikan, Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, Sinclair Lewis, Cordell Hull, 
Sigrid Undset, Gertrude Atherton, 
Maurice Maeterlinck, Max Planck 
and Dr. James R. Mott. Then, if 
there is room, something from a 
few of the many of the other no- 
tables whose contributions have 
made the Schroeder collection 
priceless,

The selections could be made 
with closed eyes without risk of 
erring on the point of importance 
because on the long list of con- 
tributors nearly every name is 
notable. Leading off among the 
American contributors are Presi- 
dent Truman, Herbert Hoover, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Mrs, Cal- 
vin Coolidge, Alice Roosevelt 
Longworth, Mrs. Theodore Roose- 
velt, Edith Boling Wilson, Frances 
Folsom Cleveland, Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay, and farther along are 
Cardinal F. J. Spellman, Dr. Rob- 
ert E. Speer, Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing, Joseph Pulitzer, Roger W. 
Babson, James P. Warburg, Ed- 
ward R. Stettinlus Jr., Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., Charles Evans 
Hughes, Owen Roberts, Gov. Phil 
Donnelly, Gertrude Atherton, Car- 
rie Jacobs Bond, Edwin Markham, 
on and on. The list of foreign 
contributors includes George Ber- 
nard Shaw, Sir William Beveridge, 
David Lloyd George, the Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, Lord Primate 
of all Ireland; Lord Dunsany, Lord 
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Hallifax, H. G. Wells, Jawaharlal 
Nehru, George Santayana, Eve 
Curie, Eduardo Benet, Winston 
Churchill, names as well known 
in America as overseas. 

Winston Churchill was obliged 
to disappoint Schroeder in his de- 
sire to have one of Churchill’s 
earlier books, The publishers had 
destroyed the plates, “which I was 
more than willing that they should 
do,” but he recognized as an 
honor the request that had been 
made. 

Sentiments expressed by a few 
of the contributors to the Schroe- 
der Foundation: 

Nehru: “There are no supermen 
or philosepher-kings. There are 
only frail human beings who can- 
not help thinking that their own 
personal good or the advancement 
of their own ideas is identical 


with the public good.” 


James Jeans: “Physics and phi- 
losophy are only just beginning to 
get under way and we are still, 
in Newton’s words, like children 
playing with pebbles on the sea- 
shore while the great ocean of 
truth rolls beyond our reach.” 

Helen Keller: “Faith is reason 
actuated by the red blood of cour- 
age. It takes risks on the good- 
ness and service to others it 
knows in order to multiply them. 
That is why it often transforms 
a seemingly hopeless handicap 
into a power plant when unused 
faculties are energized and the 
stricken heart is gladdened by a 
new radiance.” 

John Dewey: “With respect to 
means of understanding social 
events we are still living in the 
pre-scientific epoch. Yet today 
the influences that affect our ac- 
tions are so remote as to be un- 
known. We are at the mercy of 
events acting upon us in unex- 
pected, abrupt and violent ways.”

Attendance at Schoo!

EGULAR attendance at school 
— is of great importance both to 

the teacher and the pupils. 
The teacher's work is planned 80 
that every lesson counts, and to 
lose one is to weaken the pupil's 
growth and ability in that partic- 
ular subject. The regular prog- 
ress, the habitual routine of the 
program sets a rhythm of growth 
and progress in the child’s body 
and mind, and to break that is 
to create confusion and difficulty 
in his being. Nothing short of 
illness, family catastrophe, some 
great occasion should keep a pu- 
pil from school. 


But those rare occasions must 
be respected above attendance, A 
child who is coughing should not 
go to school. If he does, he is 
risking his own health and en- 
dangering the health of his room- 
mates. Should he cough repeated- 
ly while in school he should be 
sent home. The health of the 
class is above the importance of 
perfect attendance.

FAMILY TROUBLES are above 
perfect attendance records, too. 
Severe illness, death, accident, any 
event that brings grief and con- 
fusion to the household is likely 
to make school attendance impos- 
sible. The emotional upheaval 
would in itself make schoolwork 
worthless. Only when school rou- 
tine will be helpful to the child 
in question should he be sent to 
school when the family is in 
trouble deep enough to cause emo- 
tional disturbance. 

And what about skipping school 
to attend the circus, a wedding, 
or to go on a trip with father? 

Education is not con- 
fined to books. Life is the real 
educator.

Economical Menus 
By Meta Given 


HERE’S no better way to start 

luncheon or dinner off than 

with a really good soup, one 
that the family will thoroughly 
enjoy to the last drop. And there 
is no end to the variéty of good 
soups that often can be . made 
from the ingredients at hand or 
that are inexpensive enough to fit 
the food budget. 

Our parsnip soup recipe today 
can qualify for flavor and econ- 
omy. This soup was developed by 
an assistant who doesn't look 
upon parsnips as a food blessing, 
but when she finished her task, 
she rated the soup as delicious. 
And those who tasted it were of 
the opinion that it is well worth 
the effort of making the veal 
stock today and having veal ready 
to prepare the main dish for day 
after tomorrow’s dinner. 

Parsnip Soup. 

Four medium parsnips (about 
2% cups cubed), one cup water, 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, one quart veal stock 
(see below), salt to taste, one ta- 
blespoon chopped parsley, one cup 
whipped cream, lightly salted.

Cook until thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Add remaining veal stock, 


the 2 puree and salt if nec- 
essary. (Depends on veal stock. 
None was necessary here.) Heat 
to boiling, serve with chopped 
parsley and a dab of whipped 
cream.

Veal Stock and V for Casserole. 

One pound veal (shoulder), four 
cups water (boiling), one table 
spoon salt, one large branch cel- 
ery, one medium onion (cut in 
half), few sprigs parsley, six 
whole peppers, one-fourth 
square bay leaf. 

Wipe meat with damp cloth, 
place in large kettle, cover with 
boiling water. Add remaining in- 
gredients, Cover and simmer over 
low heat until meat is tender 
(about two hours). Strain off 
vegetables. Place veal in stock
